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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This office action is in response to application 09/246,047 and amendment filed 
on 7/29/2002. Claims 1-104 remain pending in the application and are allowed over the 
prior art of record. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT AS TO THE REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as to claims 
1-104 , the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a system for designing a 
configurable processor, the system comprising means for, based on a configuration 
specification, generating a description of a hardware implementation of the processor; 
and means for, based on the same configuration specification, generating software 
development tools specific to the hardware implementation. The prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest that the configuration specification includes parameters set and 
extensible features that are desired; and although the software development tools as 
taught by the prior art comprising instruction set simulator, compiled instruction set 
simulator, disassembler, assembler, code generator and code retargeter, the software 
development tools as taught by the prior art are not directed to tools (an example of a 
compiler, linker and an assembler) for generating hardware as in the claimed invention. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
